LONDON, Oct. 19.——Labor, it 
now seems certain, will be ousted 
from power by the election next 
week. It will be succeeded either 
by Premier Stanley Baldwin, or 
by a revival of the coalition in- 
cluding the former Conservative 
ministers of the Lloyd George 
cabinet——with Lord DBirkenhead, 
Austen Chamberlain and Sir Rob- 

ert Horne in the principal 


has turned Conservative, in a high 
office. It will probably include-— 
although not at once — Lioyd 
George himeelf. 

The die-harda, disliking the Con- 
servative chiefa who “betrayed” 
Ulster by the Free State treaty, 
and who stood by Lioyd George 
when the die-hards brought down 
the coalition, will probably seek 
again to govern alone, providing 
the Conservative party gains eighty 
or ninety seats and wins a clear 
majority in the House of Com- 
mons. This still seems improbable 
despite the gains in Conservative 
strength since

DEFEAT IS PARADOX 


Lioyd George would swing his

The apparent certainty of a lLa- 
bor defeat seems a paradox

MUST RESIGN 

The next House of Commons 
will be composed of 615 niembers. 
Even a large Labog gain would 
not prevent a Conservative or 
coalition government, since a 
clear Labor majority is Impossible. 
So Premier MacDonald must re- 
sign or face an immediate defeat 
when the House reassembles. 
Both the Conservative and Lib- 
eral coalition leaders openly, al- 
though as yet vaguely, advocate 
union against the Socialists from 
the stump. Asquith and the Lib- 
erals, who object to this, say noth- 
ing on the subject.

BERLIN, Oct. 18.—Four years

Instructions received today by 
the Bolshevik Ambassador, M. Kre- 
tinsky, from Moscow, urge him to 
invite Mr. Gandhi to visit Mos- 
cow and to begin an,active move- 
ment with Red army help against 
Great Britain. Moscow instructs 
that should Mr. Gandhi refuse mili- 
tary help, an at*=mpt should be 
made to get hit t acknowledge 
moral heip fromm the soviet, and 
that in any event some statement 
must be gotter ‘rom Mr. Gandhi at 
the time the Russo-British trade 
treaty comes yup in the next Par- 
lilament.

Chinese Killed 
in Manila; Race 
Riot Threatens

race riot was threatened today as 
the result of the killing of ‘Cheng 
Sui, a Chinese merchant, a 
Filipino in a quarrel over a busi- 
ness transaction.

JUSTIFY NAVY 3 

The Presideht, referring to the 
services of the Navy “to peace and 
the arts and sciences of peace,” 
said it cannot be doubted that such 
services “will continue to justify 
the maintenance of the full naval 
capacity” under the terms of the 
Washington conference. 

In his letter, ‘the President said: 

“We have recently entered upon 
an epoch in which, by interna- 
tional agreement, our Navy as- 
sumed a new relationship to the 
problem of sea power in the 
world. Under the terms of the 
Washington conference, the lead- 
ing sea powers have united in the 
agreement that the United State 
is entitled to maintain a Na 
equal to that of any other power. 
Thus we are assured of a naval 
lrank second to none, while at the 
same time, under the provisions 
for limitation of naval armaments, 
this rank is assured to us without 
engaging in a competition of mari- 
time construction and at a far less 
cost than would have been possible 
under the old regime of competi- 
tive building.

The Japanese naval estimates 
for 1924 entail more than $100,- 
000,000 for building, although the 
navy was injured only slightly by 
the earthquake last year. French 
experts estimate that this is two 
and one-half times what is neces- 
sary to maintain the Japanese na- 
vy in the ratio established by the 
Washington agreement after al- 
lowances }.:ve been made for all 
the losses the navy suffered in 
the earthquake. 


HUGE TONNAGE 

The total tonnage now being, 
bullt is 178,065—eighty-four war 
craft of all types in various stages 
of building. 

In addition, four cruisers and 
an unspecified number of subma- 
rines—-estimated at forty—and a 
destroyer are authorized for con- 
struction in the immediate fu- 
ture. The French report gives no 
details on cruisers, but assumes 
that they will not be inferior in 
size, speed and armament to cor- 
responding vessels built by the 
other great powers.

and the other of keeping them at 
work in the interest of progres- 
sive agriculture. It has gone so 
fear that the progressives are 
charging the reactionary group 
with trying to “stuff the balift 
by dragooning their wives d 
daughters to sign refnonstrances, 
‘shee they have no legal right 
.to do. 

The Farm Bureau aims to co- 
ordinate all agricultural activities 
and to employ expert men to act 
as county agents. In this job they 
help farmers solve their various 
problems of seed, tillage, market- 
ing and the like. They are ad- 
visors and counselors. The one 
group of farmers has a vaat con- 


tempt for these men, who are 
usually. graduates of the State 
College of Agriculture. . It calis 


them “book farmers,” and neither 
wants nor seeks their advice. It 
objects to being taxed to pay their 
Salaries and expenses. 

The other group maintains that 
;no farmer knows all there is to 
be learned about his business, and 
that the county agent, in touch 
as he is with the resuits of all 
the experiments and discoveries of 
the State farm, is in a position to

Skeleton Found in § 


Spot Recalls Murder 


Hunt for Man With Reward 
Over Head is Ended

LOGAN (W. Va.) Oct. 19.—The 
skeleton of a man, believed to be 
all that remains of Albert M. Hen- 
drickson, for whom there has been 
a reward of $2000 for two years 
for the death of Elias Thompson, 
Deputy Sheriff in August, 19322. 
has been found by a miner on 
mountain side, seven miles from 
here, 

The miner was tracking bees in 
their hives, when he came upon 
the bleached skull of a man of 
powerful frame. The other bones 


were nearby and partially hidden 
behind a ledge in a mountainous 
recipice, The clothing the man 
had worn rotted away. 


TWO PISTOLS FOUND 
Two rusty pistols, each of .38 
caliber, and each empty, were 
found beside the bones. An initialed 
comb also was found—and that 
was all. But it was this comb. 
which bore the letters “A. M. H.” 
that led to the belief the skele- 
ton was that of Hendrickson. The 
fact; he Nad not been seen nor 
heard from since the day of 
Thompson's death strengthened the 
theory. 

relatives of Hendrickson 
could be found in the vicinity. of 
the mountain sepulcher, and au- 
thorities who investigated ordered 
the bones interred on the hiliside 
near where they were found. 

It was a m mountain trag- 
ery that cost ompson’s life at the 
time. Hendrickson and Thomp- 
son are said to have been enemies 
In August, two years ago, Thomp- 
son had left the train at Caplan 
Station and passed the Hendrick- 
son Nome. rom the house, it is 
charged, shots came which mortal- 
ly wounded Thompson. Though 
Thompson was néar death he saw 
Hendrickson and opened fire on 
him, knowing his enemy had ap- 
parently been behind the bullets 
which were taking his life even 
then. Thompson fired with such 
good effect that he hit Hendrick- 
son. Then, it has been claimed, 
he saw a woman was also shoot- 
ing at him and turned his gun 
toward her, killing her. 


CROWDS AWAY TO DIE 

Then Thompson died. Hendrick- 
son, to elude arrest, crept into the 
mountain esses, although bad- 
ly hurt. Ie is believed he went as 
far as he could, on aid from 
some of his mountain henchmen, 
but that his wounds overcame him 
and he lay down and died on the 
mountainside where his bones had 
rested until the miner saw the bees.

ON ANCIENT CRIME 


WEIRD CASPAR USER MYS- 
TERY LIN G NY MAY 
. BE SOLVED 


MUNICH (Germany )—Germany 
has a mystery which for many 
years has eluded the curiosity of 
investigators. This is the explana- 
tion of the life and fate of one 
Caspar Hauser. For nearly a cen- 
tury no one has been able to 
penetrate the secret, but now it fs 
finally believed that before long 
the name of the man of mystery 
who committed the crime of which 
an innocent youth was the victim 
will be known. 


One Monday in Whitsuntide of |> 


the year 1828,.a youth of 16 or 17 
wae found seated in Unschlitt mar- 
ket place, in ‘Nuremberg. It was 
early in the morntng but there 
were witnesses to the fact that 


the lad had been brought and left 


there by a strange man who h 

then’ gone away. The boy spoke 
with extreme difficulty and could 
give his questioners only the va- 
guest account of himself; but aft- 
er a few days he was able to im- 
part a strange and pitiful story. 

SPENT LIFE IN DARK ROOM 

He had spent the whole of his 
life in one small dark room some- 
where beneath the level of the 
ground Where he lived on bread 
and water which was brought him 
every morning. A few days before 
his release a man-—the same one 
who had brought him to Nurem- 
berg—had visited him several] times 
and had taught him to write his 
name—Caspar Hauser. When this 
man had left him in the market 
square he had given ‘hima note 
bearing the following words: “If 
you do not want to keep Hauser, 
kill him and hang him. in the 
chimney.” 

Further inquiry established the 
fact ‘that young Hauser had never 
walked and that he had been kept 
bound in his prison cell. Except 


for #he man who had taught him 


to write his name, he could not 
remember ever having seen a living 
being. 

The strange case caused great 
excitement in Nuremberg and was 
subsequently discussed all over 
Germany. As Hauser was well 
dressed and ef regular features, it 
was generally believed that he was 
of aristocratic birth, and the the- 
ory was formulated that his dis- 
appearance and what amounted to 
the murder of his personality had 
“state reasons” behind them. 


DEATH IN WAKE OF CLEW 

A number of widely known men 
—especially Lord Stanhope—con- 
cerned themselves with the discov- 
ery of Hauser’s origin, and King 
Louis I of. Bavaria offered a re- 
ward of 10,0006 florins for any light 
on the mystery. The famous crim- 
inologist, Anselme Von Fener- 
bach, became interested in the 
matter and, shortly afterward, an- 
fhounced that he had a clew to the 
mystery. Immediately following 
this announcement Von Fenerbach 
was murdered in a mysterious 
manner, and his murderer was 
never brought to justice. 

Hauser wae iater sent to Anas- 
bach, where he was employed ig 
some minor capacity in the courts. 
In 1833 he died as a result of stab 
wounds inflicted by an unknown 
assailant. Since that 
mystery of his identity has ap- 
peared insoluble. His epitaph in 


the Ansbach Cemetery reads 
laconically: “Here lies Caspar,

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WAR-BORN HATE 
BINDS GERMANY 


Economic Expert Dubious of 
Nation’s Recovery 
World Markets Shut Against 

Former Enemy 


on Trade Balance i 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 

DISPATCH} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—In the 
course of its investigations of in- 
ternational economic reconstruc- 
tions the Institute of Economics 
has made an exhaustive study of 
the German reparation plan, the 
result of which is embodied in a 
published volume, written by ‘Har- 
old G. Moulton, the director of the 


institute. 

This discussion by an expert of 
the question as to°- what Gérmany 
is required to’ do and what Ger- 
many can do leads laymen to the 
conclusion that the world has a 
new standard by which to measure 
optimism—that the rea] optimist of 
today is one who believes § that 
Germany can and will pay her 
reparation obligations. It also 
points to the further conclusion 
that whatever the amount Ger- 
many is to be required to pay the 
Allies, and that is something not 
as yet definitely settled, the indi- 
cations are that it will prove an 
impoasibie burden for a nation of 
63,000,000 yeople situated as the 
Germans are. 

The essential fact in connection 
with the reparation question is 
that Germany can make payments 
on her debt chiefly through the 
sale abroad of her surplus products 


muat exceed the volume of 
er imports. Otherwise sh will 
have no Lalance of trade in her 
favor. 

MAY BE IMPOSSIBLE 
But Mr. Moulton points out that 
Germany's problem of develop- 
ing an export surplus does not de- 
pend merely upon the productive 
capacity of the nation. he might 
find it technically possible to cre- 
ate, through the process of manu- 
facture, values sufficient in amount 
to cover the cost both of raw ma- 
terials and of imported foodstuffs 
and to provide an ample margin 
for reparation purposes. 

“So far as the mere production 
problem goes, Germany—gsiven fa- 
voring political, social and econo- 
mic conditions—might create an 
export surplus of considerable 
size,” says the institute's expert. 
“But such a surplus will not and 
can’ not be produced unless Ger- 
many can find foreign markets for 
her goods. Difficult as the interna! 
production problem may be, the 
— problem is even more diffi- 
cult.” 

Obviously, Germany can expand 
her export trade only in propor- 
tion to the purchasing power of 
other countries. If other nations 
are unable to buy, it goes without 
saying that Germany @annot sell. 

Necessarily, too, Germany's abil- 
ity to revive her foreign trade de- 
pends primarily upon her ability to 
sell goods in tite same countries 
in which she sold them prior to the 
World War. In 1913; the year of 
her greatest commercial expansion, 
52 per cent of the total of Ger- 
many'’s exports, it is shown, were 
disposed of in Westerh Burope, 
about 24 per cent in Central, East- 
ern and Southeastern Europe, and 
about 15 per cent in North and 
South America, with Asia, Africa 
and Australia .aking the aimost 
negligible amounts. England was 
her largest customer, taking al- 
most as much as North and South 
America combined. 


YO LONGER WELCOMED 
A second phase or controlling 
factor in the expansion of Ger- 
man tmarkets, it is pointed out, js 
the willingness generally of other 
countries to receive German goods, 
‘jor perhaps it should be stated, 
their unwillingness. 
“Whatever the economic pros 
and cons of the question may be, 
says Mr. Moulton, “the ‘fact is 
clear that thus far, at least, the 
creditor countries haye not wel- 
comed the return of German com- 
petition. Emergency tariffs, key 
industry acts, and antidumping 
laws have been the striking fea- 
tures of post-war commercial leg- 
isiation. The ‘menace’ of reviving 
German competition has been a 
perennial subject for discussion in 
trade circles. 
“The Allied ns have not 
jmerely been desigous of minimiz- 
im? German competition in their 
own anarkets, but they ope to pre- 
vent Germany's re-éntry into oth- 
markets. he Allied nations, in- 
Jhuding the United States, are de- 
sirous of expanding their own sales 
in the markets of South America, 
Poland, Ruasia, the Near East, 
Africa and Australia. If Germany 
succeeds in recapturing an import- 
ant share of the world’s trade mar- 
kets, it will hardly be because of 
Allied co-operation.”

Fred Heyman was perfect in| 


every department of football.~ He 
not only would break up interfer- 
ence, but he would bring down 
the man carrying the ball. He was 
never boxed in any of his gains. 
He had a quick ability to diagnose 
a Play which enabied him to pro- 
tect his own énd of the line, give 
powerful aid to his tackle and, if 
necessary, get around to the other 
extremity of the defensive’ wall. 


In addition, he had to the full that 
courage which—I once had sus- 
pected him of lacking.

Will Soon Improve

JEROME (Ariz.) Oct. 19,— 
Charles W. Clark, executive head 
of the United Verde Copper Com- 
pany, here for a short visit from 
his home in Los Angeles, states: 
“I look with every confidencé 
for better conditions in the cop- 
per market within a short time, 
due to confidence in a reten- 
tion of the present national gov- 
ernment and to the improvement 
,0f conditions in Europe, With the 
collapse of the Communist move. 
ment,. Europe is turning toward 
industry and is found to be seri- 
ously short of copper.

The exploration for hidden gstruc- 
tubes along the Semitropic and 
buttonwillow ridges, is an outstand- 
ing example. Large holdings have 
been taken by oil companies in 
those districts and prospect holes 
are being drilled for the purpose 
of testing the posgibilities of these 
supposed structures.

and then try to end his own life. 

Schuermann overtook Rheinmil- 
ler on the public road in his car 
while the latter was on his way to 
work and shot him. Then he ran 
his machine to the near-by river 
and started to wade into the deep- 
est part of it with the intention 
of drowning himself. He says he 
thought then of the plight of his 
four children, and waded vut 
again. When he appeared to give 
himself up his clothing was drip- 
ping with water and mud. 

Schuermann is 46 years of age 
and his wife two .years younger. 
Rheinmilier was 29. He had been 
employed some years ago on the 
Schuermann farm. 


HOLDS SLAYING JUST. 

Schuermann ‘ told the officers 
that he had no remorse for the 
killing, but he spent hours moan- 
ing over the ending of what he 
said had been, until a few years 
ago, a happy home life. He said 
that he had been driven to des- 
peration by the conduct of the pair 
and the firmness of their refusal 
to end their relations. 

“My wife and I were married 
twenty years ago,” he said. “Wea 
have four children, the youngest 


8 and the oldest 19. I repeatedly 


warned my wife and Rheinmiller 
that they must cease théefr rela- 
tions. This has been going on for 
two years or more, and in that time 
1 have warned them again and 
again. A little while ago I thought 
they had quit seeing one another, 
and 3 made up my mind to forget 
the past for the children's sake. 
Three days ago when I returned 
home after a short absence I saw 
Rheinmiller stealing through a 
field. I had seen marks of foot- 
steps in the soft ground before, and 
I was looking out fer him. 
would not have done this if I had 
not seen. him sneaking through 
there that morning.

CANADA WINS FLOUR TRADE 


Dominion’s Increase Greater Than America’s; Noses 
Out United States in Many Countries 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, t. 19.—During the fiscal year 1923-1924 the 
exports of flour from the United States show an increase of 61 per 
cent over prewar figures, from 10,678,000 to 17,312,000 barrels. The 
Canadian exports for the same period increased 218 per cent from 


3,832,000 to 12,184,000 barrels, according to the foodstuffs division of | jchaties 


the Department of Commerce. 
During the prewar period the 
United States exported a larger 
volume of flour than Canada to 
thirty different countries, while 
Canada exported more flour to 
only five countries. Although the 
United States exported 61 per cent 
more flour tn 1924 than prewar 
the increase in the exports of 
Canadian flour has been so rapid 
that by 1924 our northern com- 
petitor actually exported more flour 
to seventeen of the principal im- 
porting countries than did the 

United States. 
NUMBER IS CUT 
The number of countries whose | 
chief source of flour supply is the 
United States was cut to twenmey- 
one in 1914. During 1923 Canada 
gained the trade of Poland, Es- 
thonia, Denmark, Jugo-Slavia and 
Jamaica, and in 1924 more flour 
was sent from Canada to Ger- 
many, Norway, Latvia and Egypt 
than from the United States.
